The Couch or Carriage Horse. 


The following from the Kentucky Lire Stock ft*cord Is most appro¬ 
priate in these day* of universal breeding for speed alone. In Eng¬ 
land the breed of nubstantlal fast home* ban become almost extinct, 
for the system of short rac**s and early ruuuiog ha* brought tbe Eng¬ 
lish thoroughbred down to a mere speedlug machine that sooner or 
later break* up. owing to the lighttie«« of hi* bone. A sound aged horse 
is hardly to be fottud on the English turf, or among the hor*es cau even 
a five year old be uained that has trained, run, and remained sound. 
Tin? English sporting papers are constantly touching on this point, but 
we have nothing to boast ourselves of. Our runners are not yet quite 
to that pilch of frnllty. but they are getting there fast. Our luteuse 
* haste to get fast trotters is leading us to buru the caudle at both end*, 

so to speak, by following tbe English example of breeding for mere 
speed in our trotting stock also 

The old style coach or carriage horse is almost extiuct. His place is 
supplied by tbe trouer. The horse of five and twenty or thirty years 
ago Is rarely seeu now a days. The big bays, browns and cheat unis of 
former days, raugiug from 15M t" Id 1 * bunds high, with deep uud well 
proportioned bodies, arched crests, sitoug and clean bone under the 
Mice. op'-n, sound, tough feet, w th great knee action, lifting their 
forefeel high, are as scarce now as they were plentiful at that period. 
The display of coach and carriage horses at our local fairs some years 
ago, as well as at other less uotable gatherings, was one of the most 
pouular uud charming parts of these exhibitions. Most of these horses 
walked uud trotted Well, picked up their fore fee* smoothly, bent llteir 
knees and kept their hind feet well umt>r them. This activity, with 
their great beauty, short, pointed ears, extra style, hardiuess. eudur 
auoe and docility, eiuiucuily distinguished them as spleudid specimens 
id the coach iiuu carriage horse. 

Without the speed ol khe modern trotter, they stood remarkably well 
over our hard uuvielding macadamized roads, aud could travel all day. 
Liu r farmers won.d do well logo back aud breed this class of horse 
uud give up to a great extent the breeding of trotters, tbe supply of the 
latter in the last tew years being greatly ill excess of the deiuaud 

Suitable sires to cro* with the cotiuuou mares ami stock of the 
couutry cau be obtained .it a trillingexpeuse among the many thorough 
brede that either break down yearly, or have not siifttcieui speed to be 
classed high as racehorses. Amongst them are uiauy strong, stout any 
sound hordes that Cau be bou.ht cheap.uud whose service fee* could bo 
put at from #1" to #25. and pay a hum.some per cent, on the investment. 
Nearly all our farmer* seem desirous of hreedlug a trotter, aud everd 
vear valuable mares are bred to Inferior sires because they 
stand cheap, many of whom pos*e-* serious deficiencies. In this sec¬ 
tion. oue of the best breeding district* in America, there are every year 
main inditfereut sires advertised, whose siud career it would be better 
for the couutry at large if it was cut short by tbe free use of the kutfe. 
Many of these candidates for public patronage po-sess neither b« auty. , 
style, nor finish, but have many faults wbicu should uot be perpetuateu. 1 
such as weak, narrow loins llgut tuigh*. bud curuy hocks, light bones, 
and (kin. shelly feet. Many of them have uolhiug'oeyotid their breed¬ 
ing lo recommend (hem. uud this ofleu consists of some 
remote connection with a ouce fashionable straiu of blood. 

When farmers u*e such sires there is great uucertaiuty in producing 
souod. good-looking offspring. We would not be considered as op¬ 
posed to the b'eediug of trotter*, for we are uot: but we an* opposed 
to the indiscriminate hreedlug of mares either uusouud themselves, or 
to sire* that are uusouud. with the expectation of gelling a sound • oil. 
fast trotter or good coucu hors**. When a farmer possesses a well-bred 
mare of known blood or of btgb form aud marked characteristics, it is 
well to breed to tbe best sire within reach, but to breed a common 
inare of little trotting actiou to the best trotting sires, will ofteuer fail 
tba succeed in produdug a good irotter, aud !u nine cases out of ten ' 
will briug the farmer in debt before the youngster is half developed. 
Dissatisfaction aud olsuppoiutiueut are m-ariy sure to follow such 
breeding, and when it does full, the blame Is generally laid oil tbe sire, 
irrespective of the bad and luditfereut qualities of the dam. 

With young trotters sel.iug in Kentucky at from $ 150 to #250 per 
head, evru alter they are brokeu aud partly bandied, it will not nay to 
breed anytbiug but the best nmres to high priced stallions. Most of I 
the stallions lu Kentucky have been standing too high, uud they must | 
come down lo suit tbe lime*. It is we) 1 enough perhaps for u few who 
have acquired a national reputation through their produce to demand 
high fee*, but they are few and far between. It will not pay to breed 
common or ordinary mures of tbe couutry to #100 and #150 stallion*. 

We (irmly believe that it will pay a majority of our farmers better to 
breed aud rear tbe old style coach aud carriage horse than it will the 
trotter, especially wheu you take into consideration the coat of tbe 
stallion * service*, and me expeuse necessarily incurred to develop tbe 
trotter. There are a number of ineu who make a specialty of breeding 
trotters, and it should be left with them. If u farmer possesses good 
inures he had better breed ou the shares or farm them to come reliable 
breeder, than to breed himself, aud have tbe couutry dotted all over 
with tracks, his sou* • irlviugyuuug irotters to the neglect of more Im- ' 
portaut work on the farm. Tue farmers of this Mate have enormous 1 
advantages over other le*s favored sections of the country. We have 
better material luau is to be fouud elsewhere, from tbe ioug and free 
use of thoroughbred sires, which enable* our farmers to enter luto 
breeding under more favorable circumstances We are in possession 
of tbe most delightful climate, tbe finest soli, and most luxuriant gras* 
region in the world aud need fear uo rivals; aud the large number of 
thoroughbred horses bred annually that are not good enough for racing, 
furiilsb capital material to produce the coach, carriage aud gcuerui 
utility horse. 

If a number of our farmers aud breeders would devote themselves 
with half the spirit aud energy to the production of ibis kind of horse 
that has been given in the last few years to breeding tbe tro ter. the 
result will be found extremely profitable. Half bred*, a cross between 
tbe thoroughbred sire aud common mares of the country will produce a 
horse *u (able for the caddie, road, coach aud carrluge. and failing in 
these we will have an animal of great value as a general utility horse. 
No better proof of this cau be required than the splendid lot of saddle 
and harness horses that has de»Ceuded from the thorough -red race 
horse Denmark, by imp. Hedgeford. out of Hetsy Harrisou by Aratus. 
lie aud his sous nave left us a splendid lot of «addle and harness Block 
whose faille aud name is widely kuowu. uud held iu bigb esteem. Witu 
the accessibility of material to br ed from right iu our midst—the 
many local advantages of soil, climate and ^rass. surely our Kentucky 
farmers can vie autfVurpass any other sectlou in the world in such a 
field of competition—the rearing and production of cheap and valuable 
horse*.

Before proceeding to the subject of colt breaking. 1 would like to say 
a few word* iu regard to the handling of stallion* wheu serving mares. 
At such time* lbe horse i* very apt to he headstrong aud vicious, and 
being «ucb a powerful animal. I* often exceedingly dangerous, unless 
thoroughly broken, aud under the iiiosi perfect coutr I. Tbe man se¬ 
lected to handle (he -lallioia should uot he oue who i* daring and reck¬ 
less. but oue who fully realize* that lie I* about lo perform a hazardous 
duty, yet with a cool beud aud steady nerve, undertake* it uiitliucb 
Ingly. If possible he should be above the medium height, for other 
tbiu.'* being equal, a tall mau has a great advantage over one of shori 
stature. Such a mau can handle a stalliou atone belter than two men. 
1 have alone handled quite a number of stallions, %>lnch bad always be¬ 
fore required two men, and in fuel it wus firmly believed, and *’o said 
by everyone who knew them, that uo one man could handle them when 
serving mares. But I never hud any difficulty, and my tnodu* o/orundl 
is this: Pur ou a good strong bridle with n sharp bit, aud a stout rein 
that can be depended on, uas- this over the neck as if to ride to saddle, 
step directly back of the shoulder, keep him a reasona¬ 
ble distnuce from the mure until he Is quite rea iy 

to iiiouut: then take him up well Iu hautl. aud allow bim to perform 
tils duty. 1 am confident that oue umn. if lie know- his business, cat) 
in his manner handle the most vicious stalliou belter lhau two cau 
wilh side rein*. D is an old aud still a common practice to hit a colt 
well, after he 1* halter broke, hy pultiug ou a hitting harness for a cer¬ 
tain leugth of time every day for week*, and allowing him to run around 
with it in a yard or paddock. In my opinion, which experience has con¬ 
firmed. this is nil wrong, and for this reason: Tbe colt's mouth will 
almost invariably become sore, then get well gradually, and be left as 
lough uud insensitive a* a hog s no*e. I never for one mouirut hit a 
colt in a bitting harness. He should he handled right from the break¬ 
er s huudr. For harness the b*»t I* the Rockwell style of reiu. over draw 
check wllli the gag runner. With this you cau place the head iu uov 
position Iron please while handling. Ttte first lesson to teach a coll Vs 
to lead aiat to follow; the next should be. after the first Is well learned, 
to go jiway from you. In teuchiug to lead I would 
advise Bsuig on open bridle, but in teaching to drive 
(or go lawny from you) use a blind bri He. for then the 
colt rautiot see yon. When all ready to give him this lesson, take a 
Ioug whip uud tap bill) lightly on tbe neck, ou either side as be turns to 
look for you. Keep bim idi the time Ueudiug away, but he careful uever 
to u-e the whip with force, only fop him lightly with it. that is all that 
will be required. Tbe-e lessou* should he given iu an enclosure, and 
it is desirable that there should be no spectators—If any are present 
they should keep perfectly quiet, no talkiug or moving around. Tweuty 
m in titer, is Ioug enough for the first -lesson. The breaker should use 
only oue set yf words, and each word should have only one uieaniug: 
for example-the word •whoa*' should never be used only to make the 
colt -top and at and n/ttl. 

Tbe colt stiould never be taught to hack until he is thoroughly 
brokeu to drive in * carriage. If once a colt begius to run back, you 
will have no coutrolover him. and will never know where lie i* going 
to stop.

The Coach or Carriage Horse. 

The following from the ilr< S/orl' Ittconi Is most appro¬ 

priate Id these day* of universal breeding for speed alone. lu Eng¬ 
land the breed or substantial fast horse* baa become almost extinct, 
for the system of abort race* and early running ha* brought the Eng¬ 
lish thoroughbred down to a mere speediug machine that sooner or 
later break* up, owing to the lightlies of hi* bone. A sound aged tu>r*e 
I* hardly to lie found on the English turf, or among the horse* call even 
n five year old he u^ined that baa trained, run, and remained sound. 
Tile English sporting paper- are constantly touching on thin point, but 
we have nothing to boast ourselves of. our runner* are not yet quite 
to that pitch of frailty, hut they are gettlug there fa*t. Uurtnteuae 
haste to get fast trotters l* leading u* to buru the caudle at bo*It end*, 
no to apeak, by following the English example of breeding for mere 
speed lu our trotting atock alao. 

Tlje old style couch or carriage horse I* almost extinct. His place ia 
supplied by the Irotier. The horse of live and twenty or thirty year* 
ago ia rarely aeeu now a day*. The big bays. brown* and cheatuuls of 
former day*, ranging from to I6 l * baud* high. wilU deep and well 
proportioned bodies, arched create, *uoug ami clean boue under the 
auee. open, eouud. tough feet, w.tli great knee action, lifting their 
fore feet high, are a* scarce now a* they were plentiful at that period. 
The display of coach ami carriage horse* at our local fair* some years 
ago, a* well a* at other lea* notable gathering*, wo* otic of the tuo*( 
p.malar aud charming purl* of these exhibition*. Moat of these horse* 
walked aud trolled well, picked tip their fore feet smoothly, bent tUeir 
kuee* ami kept their hind feet well uud« r them. This activity, with 
their great beauty, short, poiuted ear*, exlru style, hirdiuess, etidnr 
uucc and docility. eiulaeutly distinguished them splendid speciuteus 
of the coach auu carriage horse. 

Without the speed ot ihe modern trotter, they stood remarkably well 
over our hard uuyielding macadamized roads, aud could travel ail day. 
Our farmers wou.d do Well to go back aud breed ibis class of horse 
uud give up to a great extunt (ho breedtug of trotier*. the supply of Ihe 
laiter in the last lew years being greatly lu excels of the deiuaud . 

Suitable elres to cro* with the common mares aud stock of the 
country can be obtaiued it a tridingexpenseamoug the uiauv thorough- 
bred* that either break down yearly, or have not surtlcieUt speed to be 
classed high as racebor-e*. Amongst them are many slroug. stout any 
soiled hordes that cuu he bou.ht cheap.aud whose service fees could b.» 
out at from #10 to #J5. aud pay ahuii.isotne per cent, ou the iuvestuteiit. 
Nearly all our farmer* seeui desirous of breeding a trotter, and everd 
Year valuable mares are bred to inferior sires because they 
ataud cheap, tnauy of whom pos-e-s serious deficiencies, lu this sec¬ 
tion. oue of the best breeding district* iu America, there are every year 
inatix indifferent sires advertised, whose stud career it would be better 
for the country at large if it was cut short by the free use of the kuife. 
Many of these candidate* for public patronage poises* neither b« auty. 
style, nor tliitsh, hut have inatiy fault* whicn should not he perpelUaleu, 
such a* weak, uurrow loins ligui tnigh-, bud curny hock*, light iKiue*, 
and (bin. shelly feet. Mu iy of them haw nothing beyond their breed¬ 
ing to recommend (hem. and lid* often consist* of some 
remote connection with a once fuebiouahle siron of blood. 

When farmer* u*e such sire* there 1* great uncertainty iu producing 
sound, good-looking offspring. We would not be coti*idercd a* op 
posed to the breedtug of trotter*, for we are not; but we are opposed 
to (he iudi*criiuu<ate breeding of uinre* either uusoiun! themsei v.-s. or 
to sire* that are uusouud. w ith the expectattou of geiuug u sound • oil. 
fast trotter or good coacu bur—*. Wheu a farmer possesses a well-bred 
mure of kuowu brnod or of high form aud marked characteristic*, it i* 
well to breed to the boat if ire within reach, but to breed a common 
mare of lilt I- irottiug action to the best trotting sires, will oftcuer fail 
tha succeed iu producing a good trotter, and in tone case* out of reu 
will bring the farmer in debt before the youngster is half developed. 
Dlesftisfacttou aud disappointment are nearly sure to follow' such 
hreediug. and when it doe* fail, the blame is generally laid ou the sire, 
irrespective of the bad and indifferent qualities of the dam. 

With young trotter* sel.iug iu Kentucky at from $150 to $260 per 
head, eveu alter they are brokeu aud partly handled. It will not pay to 
breed anything but the best inures to high priced stallion*. Most of \ 
the stallion* iu Kentucky have been standing too high, unit they must I 
come uowii to suit the times. It is well enough perhaps for a few who 1 
have acquired a national reputation through their produce to demand 
high fees, but tncy are few aud Ur between. It will uot pay to breed 
Coininou or ordinary mares of tin* couutry to $IUU and #130 sialliou*. 

We dnuly believe that it will pay u majority of our fanner* better to 
breed and rear the old style coach aud carriage horse than it will the 
trotter, especially when you take into consideration the cost of the 
stallion * services, and the expense Uecessurily incurred to develop the 
trotter. There are a number of ineu who make a specialty of breeding 
trotters, and it should be left with them. If a farmer posse-Ses good 
mares he bad better breed ou the shares or farm them to some reliable 
breeder, than to breed himself, and have the country dotted all over 
with tracks, his sous it riving .young trotters to the neglect of more Im¬ 
portant work on the farm. Tue farmer* of thi* Male have enormous 
advantage* over other le?s favored sections of the country. We have 
better material toau is to be fouud elsewhere, from the long aud free 
use of thoroughbred sires, which enables our farmer* to enter Into 
breeding uude-r more favorable circumstances We are in possession 
of (he most delightful cllmute. the fftiesf soil, and most luxuriant grass 
region iu the world and need fear uo rivals; aud the large number of 
thoroughbred horses bred annually thuf are not good enough for rndng. 
furnish capital material to produce the couch, carriage aud general 
utility horse. 

If ■ number of our farmers and breeders would devote themselves 
with half the spirit aud energy to the production of this kind of horse 
that lias been given ill the lost few >ear* to breeding the tro ter. the 
result will be found extremely profitable. Half bred*, a cro-s between 
the thoroughbred sire and common mares of tbe country will produce u 
burse su table for the saddle, road, coach aud carriage, and failing in 
these we will have an animal of great value as a general utility burse. 
No better proof of this can be required tbau tbe splendid lot oi saddle 
and harness horse* that has descended from Ihe thorough red race 
horse Denmark, by imp. Hedgeford. out of Betsy Harrison iiy Aratus. 
He aud his sou* nave left u* a splendid lot of -addle aud harness stock 
whose fame aud uatue is widely known, and held lu high esteem. Wlto 
tbe accessibility of material to hr.-ed from right in our midst—the 
many local advantages of soli, climate and grass, surely our Kentucky 
fanners coin vie and surpass any other section iu the world in such a 
At Id of competition—tbe rearing and production of cheap aud valuable 
horses. _

Before proceeding to the subject of colt breaking. I would like to say 
a few words io regard to the handling of stallion* wheit serving mares. 
At *ucb time* tbe horse is very apt to be headstrong aud vicious, and 
being such a powerful animal, i* often exceedingly duugerou*. utiles* 
thoroughly brokeu. and under tbe most perfect coutr I. The man se¬ 
lected to hutuile tbe -tnlliou should uot be oue who i* daring and reck¬ 
less. but oue who fully realize* that he Is about to perform a hazardous 
duty, yet with u cool head and steady nerve, undertaken it iiultiuch 
ingly. If possible he should be above the medium height, for other 
things being equal, a tall tuau ba* a great advantage over otic of short 
stature. Such a muu can handle a staliloti atone better than two nun. 

I have alone handled quite a number of stallion*, which had always be¬ 
fore required two men. and iu fact it was driuly believed, aud *o said 
by ever>one who kuew them, that uo one mau could handle them when 
serving mare*. But I never had any difficulty, and my modn# opera mil 
I* (his: Put on a good strong bridle with a sharp bit, and a stout rein 
that can be de|>ciided uu, pa*' this over the neck as if to ride to saddle, 
step directly hack or the shoulder, keep him a reasona¬ 
ble dl-tauce from the mare tittcil he is quite reaiy 
to mount; then take him up well in baud, aud allow him to perform 
iiis duty. I am coundeat that oue man. if he know* hi* business, can 
In his muuner haudle tbe most vicious stallion better than two cun 
with side rein*. It 1* an old aud -till u common practice to tilt a colt 
well, after he is halter broke, by putliug ou u bitting harness for a cer¬ 
tain leugth of time every day for week-, and allowing hint to run around 
with it lu a yard or paddock, lu niv opinion. which experience has con- 
drilled, this is all wrong, and for this reason: The colt's mouth will 
almost invariably become sore, theu get well gradually, and be left as 
tough and iu-ensitive a* a hog s nose. I never for one moment hit a 
colt In a bitting harness. He should he handled right from the break¬ 
er s hand*. For harucss the b *1 is the Rockwell style of reip. over draw 
check with the gag ruum-r. With this you cau place the head lu any 
posit (on you pleuse while handling. Tile drst lesson to teach a colt’is 
to lead ami to follow; the next should be. after the dist is well learned, 
to go away from you. Iu teaching to lead I would 
advise using an open bridle, but in teaching to drive 
(nr go away front vott) use a bliud brl He. for then the 
colt cannot see you. When all ready to give him this lesson, take a 
long whip and tap him lightly ou the neck, ou either side us he turiin to 
look for you. Keen him all Ihe time heading away, but be careful never 
to u-e the whip with force, only tap him lLhlly with It. that is all that 
will he required. These lesson* should be given iu an enclosure, and 
it is desirable that there should be no spectator*—If any are present 
they should keep perfectly quiet, uo talking or moving urouud. Twenty 
minute* ia long euough for Ihe dr-t lessou. The breaker should use 
only oue set yf words, aud each word should have only one mean lug; 
for example-tbe word "whoa” should never be used only to make the 
colt -top and eland efilt. 

The colt snould never be (Aught to back uutll he la thoroughly 
broken to drive hi * carriage. If once, a colt begins to run back, you 
will have uo control over him. aud will never know where lie I* going 
to stop.

I have several I »me mules, and have attributed Lheir lameness to their 
standing on a plank floor, 2 . I have a horse whose mouth ha* been 
sore for the pusf two yeai* caused by the hit. Can you tell me whai 
will cure it? It will sometime* scab over and then fall off. It has been 
*o doing for a long time. I Tear it will be a difficult thing to cure 
An*. -No. it t* uot; if yonr floor h level; a stable If higher in front than 
at the rear, would, by elevating the toes, put undue strain upon the 
tun ton* and cause lameness. 1. Sore mouth i* sometime* caused by 
putting small bit* on horses that are hard to hold or severe pullers. 

There are other horse* that are so sensitive in the Buccal membram 
lh*t It is easily injured or torn; iu either case I would recommend * 
rubber bit. aud if the h rse lug* on the a check rein he should he 
checked with an overcher.k. Remove the irritant cau*lng the sore aud 
it can he easily he*led; the simple resin ointment applied once a day. 
and to wa*b the mouth clean with cold water when the bridle is taken 
off is all that l* < squired. 

A. S. T., Cleveland. Ohio.—I have a fine mare colt, eighteen month* 
old ; ha* grown very flue and appears to be in good condition and good 
health, but ha* now been rubbing it* tail close to the root. Some think 
if is worm*; other* say a humor of the blood. It eats and driuks a- 
usual, and from all outward appearances look* well. Will you be kind 
enough t * expre * your opinion a* to what may be the disease, and 
what 1 ought to do. An*.—Rubbing the tad seems to be a habit, that 
horses acq lire. Those of a plethoric disposition, and those that are 
couttued iu a narrow space, are most apt lo acquire it. It I* uot 
dependent upon any morbid condition of the system. 

Sm*( hirer, Cedar Rapids. la.—Last winter my horse bad thrush in 
<me forward foot aud received the u*ual treatment. At times he went 
la tie, and is s.» now. A few days ago I examined hi* foot and fouurt in 
the r rater of hi* frog a soft spot ih« size of a large pea. very sore to the 
touch, and probably the cause of lameness. 1 cut the top off and it hied 
like a wart and looked very like one. otherwise hi- foot and frog appear 
healthy. Can you tell me what It Is. and what to do to cure It? If so. 
you will gr ally oblige an old subscriber of the Field. Ans. —It is 
thrush. Wet the part afflicted two or three times a week with pyrolig¬ 
neous acid. Keep the horse iu a clean nlace. 

C. P., Rock Island. Ill —I purchased a horse some four months ago 
that, h d the scratches or scurvy leg* very bud. from the fetlock to 
within tour in he* of th" hock joint. '1 he scurf I* gone, but the heels 
are cracked in several place* aud the leg* are swollen from staudlug iu 
the naru. What can 1 do for him? Aus.—Keep the legs dry. but if 
necessary lo gel them wet. they should he bund aged or rubbed tint!, 
dry. Take-camphor. 1 ouuce; rectided spirit*. 4 ounce*; olive oil. 1 
pint ; aqua ammonia. 1 ounce. Dissolve the cainpbor in the spirits 
shake the oil with the ammonia and mix the whole together. Apply 
once a d »y.

If so. at what 
intervals? An*.—Take of‘Canlharlde* In powder, 1 ounce; lard, tt 
ounce*; digest over water bath, fitter and cool. Apply, and as soon as 
the effect* of the blister ceases, repeat until tbe bnr»o t* free from lame¬ 
ness. There is no dressing required after bllsterlug. A horse should 
not be worked while under treatment for spavin.

BV ARNOLD BVlUilCS. 

Scarcely a decade has passed since the first field trial ever held, was 
run at Southfll. England, with an entry »»f sixteen dogs. A general 
carelessness in kennel matters hud prevailed, and this was enhanced hy 
the introduction of "driving" birds and the "hattrau" luto section's 
which had formerly been phot over in the old fashioued way. Alto¬ 
gether it was evident that some effort must be made to revive the fl«ig- 
gln£ interest in sporting dogs, ami to this end deld trials were insti¬ 
tuted. What the result has been t* wt*ll known to all sportsmen and 
needs no comment Two years sluce the Tennessee Slate Sportsmen '* 
Association followed the foreign example and rau a trial in connection 
with the State convention The interval has been short, but to day 
there ls.no sporting question which excites more iuteresl than the 
prohlem of who shall carry off the honors In the coming meeting, and 
aiKfvvr the country. East. West, North aud South, dogs are put into 
trainiug for the grand event. 

The history or the past shows that all great agitatiou has eventuated 
in good, either immediate or subsequent. and we are instilled there 
fore in predicting that the excitement already awakened is but the be¬ 
ginning of a new'and higher era iu our sportimr life. It is certalu. 
however, that our present field trials are not sufficient to meet the re- 
uuirenieots of the times. The work is a great one and must dud more 
thau one occasion to display its progress if that progress is to be kept 
before the public eye aud have its proper influence. Memphis is too 
remote, the trip too long and expeurive to cull out an attendance as 
large as will be found at a more convenient point. M* mpbi* may be 
made the great t/uail trial, and if the meeting is postponed till after 
the shooting season has closed at the North. It will, from the very fact, 
become even more popular thau it is now. This cau be easily done, 
since the climate and laws of the section allow shootiug long after 
Northern sportsmen have put away their gnus till the advent of the 
spring snipe. 

It is right and proper, mere justice in fact, that Memphis -hould ever 
retaiu the trial she inaugurated, but other trials should be 
held at more central points, those which are so shunted 
that they cau draw attendance from all sections. We have in any of 
the states, really the width of the country, the finest opportunities for 
grouse trials, and its this sport furnishes now the greatest amount of 
shooting over dogs, it should certainly be made subservient to the gen¬ 
eral interest. The ouly trouble will be to find grounds that can be pre¬ 
served from the raids of law breaking shooters, pot hunters, who kill off 
the birds before the law allows It. The whole success of the trial will 
of course depeud upon the preseuce of an ample supply of game. A 
very few experiences of scant returns will discourage sportsnieu from 
fitting their dogs for w-hat will degenerate into a display of mere pace 
aud style of going, with a beggarly show of points. The Tennessee 
sportsmen take the precaution to specially preserve their trial ground, 
aud no gun is tired upou it till the dans are gathered, and the moment 
big with the fate of tbe contestant- arrive. The same course must l>e 
taken with tbe grouse trial*. Some Urge firm must be selected and tbe 
proprietor interested In the matter so that he will post his premises and 
prosecute intruders. There are plenty of such placesand pfeuty of such 
owners, and the local clubs, or tbe Slate associations cun easily make 
tbe necessary arrangements. By having the ground preserved. tbe 
trials can be appointed for a time when tbe extreme beats of Summer 
are past, and with strong, vigorous birds and cool weather,tbe trial* may 
be made one’of the most enjoyable features of tbe sporting aoaeoa 

The Pali and Winter months beiug provided for. we want i. trial in 
the Spring. Suipe shooting Is u fa' orite si*<rt\with all the fmieruily. 
and a trial on the-e birds cannot fail to be pojiulaK^There are plenty of 
places where snipe can be found In abundance, and though rbc coming 
of these winged wanderers is somewhat uncertain, th* y generallv stay 
in certain locations long euomrb to give good spurts if the trifelt are *et 
for a period late enough to iusure the birds being in. 

If properly conduced, field trials can soon be placed upon a self sus 
talcing basis that will iusure their permanence. Ours is a practical 
people, and tbouebt a certalu class will pay liberally for its pleasures, 
there can be no doubt that a self-supporting institution distributing its 
expenses equally instead of imposing them upon a few. will be more 
generally popular and sure of a longer existence. 

Centennial Dog Show. 

557 ENTRIES —KEEN COMPETITION BETWEEN IMPORTED AND NATIVE 
SETTERS. 

The Centennial Dog Show was a great success, both as regards quan¬ 
tity and quality of dogs exhibited; certainly there has been no show 
ever held in which so mauv of the noted strains of native setters were 
so good and numerous. We had innch p ea*arc in meeting here so 
many representatives of the notorious Bismarck. some of which are 
said to resemble the old dog very much. Our opiuion of some of them 
is they are. judged from a native standard, verv good looking dogs, 
good shoulders, chest, body and legs; but we did not notice one whose 
head was not faulty. Nome of tbe youug ones were most wretched 
specimens of the^ngllsh setter, and surely judging from Bis s portrait, 
must be a sad disgrace to him. We bad some difficulty in placing them 
as setters at all; their head* aud ears are simply those of hounds, and 
not setters, and as to chest—they bad uone, beiug as deep through at 
flank as at shoulder. 

There were several of the Gfldersleeve strain that we liked hetter. 
being nearer our ideal of wliMt an English setter should he; but of all 
the uative setters in tbe show, barring bine blood, we certainly give the 
preference to Mr. J*-hn (\ Long * little blue and black bitch .Juno, win 
ner of the Michigan cup. We admired her when we first saw her at the 
Detroit show; we see a* much in tier now a* we did then; she Is. in our 
opinion, the best native dog we have seen, and we understand that her 
field qualities back up her good look*. 

We were very much pleased to nee some dogs from the kennel of 
the New York Keuuel Club They are bint k. white and tan. 
or. more correctly speaking, white, black and tan. being the original 
(tordou Castle breed of Gordou setters. They are light, airy, good 
looking dog*; we much prefer them to the fashionable show, black and 
tan dog. being lighter, more airy, and racing looking The N. Y. 
K. C. should not hide their light under a bushel, but bring their dogs 
out; let’s hnv** them a‘> Memphis iu November, and at^L'hicago next 
Winter 

Any dog born In America wo* classed at this show as native, except 
the Strathrov kennel. This b-md Lie well In from entering in rbe na¬ 
tive dn-e. \Ye are of opinion this was a little |«»o narrow; we claim 
that dog* born Iu Mexico, Istbrndor, or New York are. strictly npeakii g, 
native.and sbigild be allowed to compete as such. Mr.Snrith w as also de¬ 
barred from competing for the gun presented hy Scott & Sous for the best 
setter bred in the Unite l Mates Had job for Paris and bis owner that 
Strathroy was not a part and parcel of the Kepubllcon the present occa 
siou. but n* the gnu was won hy one of our old t hicago dog show 
friends. Mr Itaymoiid * Guy. by Pride of the Border, out of KaTry. we 
are satisfied. 'Ince we saw them at Chicago. Hod and Guy have Im 
proved very much, and are now a very nlo brace of dogs; could we do 
it. we would like to make their bodies a trifle lighter, and give them a 
little more quality, their heads especially. Guy s la good. Pedtgree 
has a good body and leg*, but his head is faulty, 

Glenn, orange aud white.winner of Krlder whlpjria body and lego are 
good, he is too large, and hU head and r are an? very faulty. 

The Eastern sportsmen turned out In strong force with their English 
setters, and some thought a tiismarck would take the Philadelphia cup 
hut blue blood was t<m many for them; our old friend Paris whom we 
always admired was too many for them and judge ! as he was by five 
impartial aud imlv|>vtideiit judges not one of whom owns a blue 
blooded dotf sweep* the award of all partiality and prejudice. The 
Philadelphia cup. perhaps the heat and mo*t valuable price ever offered 
at a bench show, and a prixe for which ao many clog* never competed 
for before was unanimously, and justly loo, award* d to the famous dog 
Paris.

The "Big Show" is over, aud many minds are at rest as to who arc 
the lacky ones, as you no doubt will print elsewhere in your paper the 
list of wlnuers. One might sitppo-e that an International Bench show 
would be properly managed, but the facts arc. that there never wus a 
more complete, failure sluce bench show* were first held in this coun¬ 
try. The gentlemen that went to the expense aud trouble of crowing 
(he "big pond" to euter some of their favorites, must have felt *i t -k 
whei^they saw tbe bungle that was made of the whole affair. Confu¬ 
sion aud di*satisfaeti«ui were apparent on all sides. Big. ungainly 
stall*, covering acres of ground -much more than there was soy need 
of little or no cure for the dogs. Except a man fed and watered bl¬ 
own dog he might suffer; and 1 am much mistaken if sickue** and 
distemper, caused by tbe ueglegt of those iu charge, are uot the death 
of not a few of (be dogs that were exhibited. Mangy dogh were ad¬ 
mitted, aud If some of our sportsmen find their dogs brokeu out with 
mange they need uot wonder where they got it. 

The judging was a farce - 1 speak now of the setter class; 
The dogs were paraded out into a ring, followed by the crowd* 
the judges had to dodgo here and (here to keep out of the way of (In¬ 
curious. One dog after another is trotted out nobody, know* who or 
w hat dog it is. except the owner. As the number, in few if any cases, 
compared with the catalogue, exhibitor.* talked with the judges about 
their dogs, telliug him how well be was broken, how many bird* were 
killed over him ; and thus it went on. One inun in particular, the owner 
of a red aud while dog. wa* having a side snow to the disgust of many 
present, showing off his dog and openly running down the dog next 
itiui. which, by the way. wus a fur siiperio^iuiiiial. Tbe dog wus made 
to down charge, set up. aud all such. aboW 500 time* s day. Men, 
women, and children were button holt d to come and see this wonder¬ 
ful overgrown dog down charge, etc. My advice to the owner would be 
to hire a hull next time he exhibits his dog.

l.AROE SHOW OF DOGS, GENERAL DISSATIHrACTION AT THE DELAY IN 
ANNOUNCING AWARDS HY TIIE CENTENNIAL COMMISSION. 

The show opened on the 4t.h Inst., with a large number of dogs from 
all parts of the Union, also Ktigland. Ireland and Canada, the ouuher 
present being between f» 0 aud 600. the large-l ever held ill the United 
.State**, but iu regard to quality, it was not equal to Chicago. The most 
noteworthy dogs here were those of Mr. Smith of Stratbroy. Canada; 
he was represented by his famous Paris and Leicester, also by Victress 
and Llewellen. Puri* never looked eo well; his coat was lu spleudid 
condition, the only thing lacking was his leather, which he has worn 
off in hunting, lie deservedly took the highest honors, helm? the best 
setter in the show; Mr. Smith may feel proud of his well earned victory, 
for the judges passed a unanimous vote, that he wa- deservedly the 
winner. Lleweliu tne winner of the prize given by Prank 
ltoan, for the best imported English setter dog over one year 
aud under two, Is only fourteen mouths old. and hud for his com 
petltor. Mr. C. I.. Weslcolt's Pedigree, a good bred dog, but he lacked 
quality, aud was loo flat on the bead. Mr. Westcott also exhibited his 
NUufbet and Orphiuu. the latter with a litter of puppies by Pride of the 
Border, which attracted much attentiou. being au unusually flue lot. 
Mr. Chan. II. R lytnonthaud Mr Dudley Olcott seut Roderick Dhu and 
Guv Msnueriug. thirt.eeu mouths old, by Pride of the Border out of 
Fairy, two 'plemlid dogs, aud it was a hard task to decide which was 
best, th y Were sent for no less than three times by the judges, aud 
eventually Mr. Olcolt's Guy Mauueriug look tht! prize for tne best 
native setter in the show, a $350 gun given by Messrs. Scott it Sons, the 
eminent gun makers of Biriniughaiu, England. Mr. Raymond was 
highly pleased at the decision, although beaten, and drove out in his 
carriage with the dogs accompanied by the cheers of the crowd. The 
judges next selected Gleiiu. au orange and white dog two year- 
old. owned by Mr. James Ayres, Allamuchy. N. J., a large 
powerful and very taking dog, at the first inspection; 
but ou u closer examination, you see he wants the blood like uppear- 
unce of the thoroughbred race horse, which is so essential to endurance 
and speed His head is coarse and Ills ears are huug too fa. back, 
which detracts from hi- general appearance. Many people were of the 
opiuioti that two or three of the Bismarck stock showed better quality. 
The Bismarck stock were out iu stroug force, and most certainly pre¬ 
sented a very line lot of dogs; Mr. Brooks.the owner of the late Bis¬ 
marck, taking especial interest in them. Mr. Meikle, of Indlaua, 


Cocker spaniels were as a lot poor, only one or two being cockers.the 
others all crossed. 

General dissatisfaction is felt bytbn exhibitors at not having the awards 
of medals snd diplomas announced before the closing of the show; 
this was strongly advocated by the judges, but they ban to obey their 
instiuctions. and send their reports luto those “houorahle meu" the 
i Commissioners, to be “approved” of. Such a slllv farce we never 
heard of before. Judges were duely appointed and their decisions 
i should not have been set under the control of any one. after once their 
awards were made. The judges however have done all they could to 
be allowed to announce those awards aud it in expected they will do 
so thin week The remaining classes will be given in next weekn re¬ 
port, aud also some remarks on the geucral management of the show. 

Mr. Olcott, of Milwaukee, we saw doing hts best to assist the Super- 
intendeul in his duties. 

The judges passed a special resolution, commending Mr. Lincoln, the 
Superintendent, for the able manuer In which he had carried out his 
duties in face of serious difficulties.

THE LESSON OF THE HOUR. 

The proceedings of the convention of the National Sports¬ 
men's Association will be read with regret and disappoint 
ment by every one interested in the protection of fish and 
game, since much was expected and little resulted from 
it. But notwithstanding there was so much which deserved its 
attention, and for which it was created, yet it accomplished 
absolutely nothing. A review of the proceedings not only 
fails to discover aDy single object accomplished by it, but on 
the contrary suggests the question, for what did it convene? 
Although the President's address was an able document, 
pertinent to the subject and suggestive of the various 
themes with which the Association was supposed to deal 
yet so great was the apathy that it fell dead on the ear of 
the convention, failing to evoke either a remark or a sug 
gestion for the harmonizing of the game laws in States con¬ 
tiguous to each other, or for tbe amending of those laws 
now extant in accordance with the necessities of the 
occasion Bud for the adoption of better measures for the 
enforcement of the laws; and this, too, while iD 
every direction the devastating pot hunter is plying 
his nefarious practices. Further than the reading of 
the minutes of the previous meeting, the rendering of his 
report by the treasurer, the selection of a place for bolding 
the next annual convention, and the election of officers, not 
another matter received its consideration. Was it only this 
for which the association was organized? Was it only for 
this that the delegates were sent to represent their Stale as¬ 
sociations ? Was this all that required the attention 
of the convention? If so, then the National Sportsmen's 
Association had better be done away with, for it gives evi 
dence by its own proceedings that in its opinion there is 
nothing for it to do, or that it is either incompetent or unwill 
ing to meet tbe questions at issue, and which are agitating 
the minds of those interested in the preservation of game. 
As it is. the proceedings stand on record as a travesty on 
the true object for which it was brought into life. 

That which required at least two days'consideration from 
the convention, and which their constituents had a right to 
expect they would give to it, was entirely ignored. The 
Committees on Nomenclature and the Game Laws failed to 
report, many of them not even putting in an appearance; 
and with an afternoon session of two hours and a half, and 
an evening session extending over the same time, the con¬ 
vention adjourned. 

It is about time that the sportsmen awake to the impor¬ 
tance of the protection of game. Annually our game birds are 
gelling fewer and fewer, and the time is not far distant 
when they will, except in very few localities, become ex¬ 
tinct, unless some measues are adopted for their protection. 
Is the subject not worth tbe attention of those beyond all 
others interested in it? Is the apathy of tbe hour to 
continue until tbe opportunity is lost? Now is the time for 
united action. The larce of Ihe meetings of associations 
for the protection of game, where nothing is dune but the 
election of officers and a place for holding tbe next conven¬ 
tions, must give place to practical assemblages. Associa¬ 
tions must be in effect wbat they are in name; it is 
their failure to recognize tbe legitimate purposes for 
which they were organized that keeps aloof from them 
men who would be of great value in Ihe work to be 
accomplished by them; meeting no co-operation they 
realize that the majority of those with whom they are 
brought into contact are not in unison with them, and they 
absent themselves feeling that their efforts will meet with 
but little co-operation. 

Where there is an effect there is a cause; our associations 
are no exception to the rule, and we think it is not 
difficult to find the cause of indifference to the vitsl purposes 
of the associations. The fact is patent that at our 
sportsmen's meetings trap shooting absorbs attention 
to the exclusion of Ihe clnsideralion of the 
object for which they assemble. \ Now we wish it, 
understood that we are not oppo em to trap shooting; we 
are not in sympathy with all the bosh of those opposed to 
it; we indulge in it ourselves, and see no reason why a 
tournament is incompatible with either a State or a National 
sportsmen's meeting; but we do insist on it that it should be 
an after consideration; the recreation after the work has 
been done, and not the work of the meeting. Instead of 
commencing on the first or second day of tbe meetings tbe 
tournaments should not commence until tbe third day, 
which would give no more time than requisite for the con¬ 
sideration of questions of such great import as those 
which should receive the attention of all sportsmen's meet¬ 
ings. It is impossible to gel delegates to attend to the 
business of the meetings while there are handsome purses 
hanging up for them, and there are birds for them to pull the 
trigger on, it being hard to get them to give their attention 
to business whilst pleasure awaits them outside. 

The question is one of great Importance, and should be 
heeded whether our sportsmen's associations me to 
degenerate into merely trap-shooting contests; whether 
luetr iJentity as societies for the protection of ftah and 
game U to be lost, or whether they, alive to the necessity of 
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avoiding such a result, will rise beyond the gratification of 
the immediate moment «nd cast off the shadow for the 
suhstNOce Let the tournaments commence after the busi¬ 
ness for which the meetings have convened, has been 
finished, and we are satisfied it caunot in the future be said, 
as now, by the enemies of trap shooting, that there is not 
a game fish which swims, nor a game bird which flies, that 
owes its protection to the various dssociations for the pro 
tection of fish and game. 


THE 8EPTILLATERAL AND ITS RESULTS. 

Tbe meetings of the great Septilateral Circuit closed with Spring Sold, 
and It is possible with this meeting terminated the eiisteoce of this 
great combination 

Collectively considered, these meetings are Hot regarded sa * suc¬ 
cess. Tbe old quadrilateral, with it* numerous recruit*, hu neither In¬ 
creased or maintained iu popularity. Tba new member* kra responsi¬ 
ble for this result, only In the ratio of three to foor. The mnetlngs of 
Hartford. Poughkeepsie, and Rochester, have been fully up to the aver 
age of Springfield, Utica, Buffalo, and Clereland. To the drat and last 
named of these associations the public accord the palm for the most 
Interesting meetings. Hartford's success wss due. muiuly, to the fset 
(Eht the Msid and Smuggler repeated their Cleveland entertainment 
with a different result. Cleveland had other resources, of which she 
availed herself. When favorites are honorably conquered, the contests 
always are Interesting. Therefore, when MatUe. Coaette, Enlleld. Proc¬ 
tor. Edglngton, and Goldsmith Maid, favorites in thatr respective 
classes, were obliged to surrender to Gen. Grant? Purdy, Albemarle. 
Lewtnski, sod Smuggler, and the money the favorite* were carrying, 
distributed among the masses, there wss much gratification on ths part 
of said masses. amongst whom a species of communism seemed to exist. 

Hartford could not furnish so many surprises. She was willing, no 
doubt, but circumstances were against her. Exhibition trotting, and 
racing, are quite different amusements; in the lest meetings of long 
circuits the former is witnessed; In the drat meetings the Utter. It 
teems to have been demonstrated that the circuit Is too lengthy for 
Hartford and her neighboring associations. The present extended 
circuit.of coarse does not affect this end of the chain of meetings In¬ 
juriously, but the Eastern have not reaped thm advantages they ex¬ 
pected. Ou tbe contrary, they have been seriously injured by tbs past 
combination, which Is attested by tbetr Insignificant Helds of starters, 
sod by their uninteresting conleats. A continuation of this policy 
would soon close their Parks for want of patronage. These results of 
course were unexpected by the Eastern associations, but their ex¬ 
perience may be worth something to them In future. Under these 
circumstances, It Is not surprising that Cleveland leads tbe van. She 
did not disgust nor disappoint tbe public In any respect. Indeed, they 
were better entertained than they bad expected, and yet they would 
have beeu disappointed bad they not witnessed inch superb racing. 

It is possible Cleveland made a slight mistake In overlooking courte. 
sy to her best of patrons, through her local press. She has made the 
seme mistake before, by permitting honorable exponenta of the trot¬ 
ting turf to be heralded thoughont the country by Associated Press dis¬ 
patches. and by her press, as asplrtog swindlers. Whether she Is 
responsible for tjieee publications or not, directly or indirectly, horse¬ 
men think so. In any event they detract from her popularity. Bat 
who can not be criticised? In every imporUnt respect CleveUnd was a 
grand success. 

With all the other association* something baa occurred damaging to 
complete success. At some meetings the inefficiency of Judges htve 
been freely criticised; at others their unfairness. 

While the** errors of management detract from tbs success of such 
associations, not one east of Rochester lias escaped the misfortune to 
have small Helds of sUrters. 

Our Western division of horsemen represent that as tbe Eastward 
march la punned, they encounter a feeling of sectional prejudice which 
crops out et limes to their eerions disadvantage; that they are looked 
upon, to some extent, aa a horde of Invaders or trespassers; that the 
East judge, drive and manage their horsea for their own benefit, and to 
the detriment of the Went; that their drivers, in some instances, pull 
with impunity; in other cases drive so poorly that their horses are 
shut out, when the odds are dolUra to dimes that old time himself, 
with his glass of sand measurlug 2:14 could not give them the dag. 

It Is presumed that these represenutlons ere exaggerated, but it U well 
enough for managers to recognize the fact that tbs impression prevails 
In the West, that they are not wholly without foundation. 

Nor are these Impressions, ss to ths more Western Associations, re¬ 
ciprocated by Eastern owners. The greater part of the West are will¬ 
ing to accept this handicap; but do not appear at Eastern meetings 
in considerable numbers; either for the reason* that they are unwill¬ 
ing to Uke the risk of entering through the circuit, or, that prevloue to 
those meetings taking place, many of their horses go amiss. There 
always will be some horses, It Is true, ascertained to be of no ac¬ 
count after two or three meetings, that will fall out of line. Bat with 
e divided circuit, and former winners out of th* way, some of these 
would continne the march. Such attending clrcnmstancee explain Ihe 
absence of many Western horses at the Eastern meetings, and 
also inferentlally accounts for the Insignificant number of starters, 
in mauy of the races. In which were large entries. Another matter 
requiring their attention la the fact that the great public murmur, to 
express it mildly, when they only witness four starters where nineteen 
were eutered, end again only two oat of foarteen entries. This numer¬ 
ous thinning out of the ranks very often has left the races without In¬ 
terest. 

For these email fields and walk-overs, instead of good delde and good 
contests, those paying gsteaga rightfully censure the management. 

Matter* were different under the policy of the old qnadrtlateral. Its 
associations had good fields of starters and excellent contests, fair 
Jndglng and prompt decision*, belter patronage, and better deserved 
than Its successors in ths campaign just closed. 

There has been about the nsual amount of pulling. There should have 
been levs. For th* want of Improvement In this Important roapest 
the aesoclstlons ere more at fault than owned nod drivers. Fraud will 
be increased when the opportunities and Inducements for Ha commis¬ 
sion have been increased. No malarial relief will be axparlenead in 
thla direction through the expulsion of a soon each ss the Buffalo trio. 
Inducement* for lla commission shonld be diminished. 

In new end large combinations of horse*, for the moat obvious rea¬ 
son*, will be found Uke square*! racing, and the most popular manage¬ 
ment. 

Utica, and associations farther east, have had opportunities to laarn 
this Isssoo previous to this year; hot ths event* of ihe campaign just 
closed have been aoch that It is supposed they do Dot require any far¬ 
ther Information npon this subject. 

By s division of yonr circuit, gentlemen, uaxt year 
— Ibis or ll)e other side of Utica—and the giv¬ 
ing (o trainers a week's Interval, to recuperate their hones, and *e 
lost out thosa It for further fray, the West will send to tbs associa¬ 
tion* East of th* Hudson, a ranch Increased number of horses, whose 
drivers will have lets Inducement to go alow with legitimate winners, 
than under a duplicate programme of the campaign Just closed 
By so doing you will better sdvuao* your own Interest* and promote 
those of th* National Association.

We are prepared, howrv ** 
to believe that there Is each authority in the lew book, for the reast’ 
that Buffalo, ths oldest of the grest trolling associations, most kno" 
her bnslnese, snd for the additional reason that tbe Spirit of the Tinu 
announces this remarkable judicial decision without comment. What 
next? We are prepared now for, yonr reinstatement or Van Nest 
Mace and Rood, withont troublltljr^e Atlantic District Board to co«' 
alder their cases. If your judges expeUmLthese unfortunates, after u “,, 
award* were made at the apparent conclusion of tbe race, their action 
is void probably for want of Jurisdiction. When they ceased acting u 
“Judges of the day," their right to re invest themselves with officl 
power did not exist Should you entertain such a view of their cases 
you might be accorded the privilege of correcting yonr record bv 
Issuing * proclamation without the Atlantic District Board quibbling 
with you about the legality of suclytctlou. Such a proclamation would

THE GALESBURG ENTERPRISE. 

The Kentuckians have not the monopoly of good racing 
in this Western country, or at least do not embody the en¬ 
tire desire to give the public good sport in the way of horse 
racing. Galesburg, Illinois, has published a programme 
second to none in its scope or the value of its prizes. There 
are twenty-two purses offered, amounting to the handsome 
sum of $ 16,500. Racing, trotting and pacing, are all en¬ 
couraged, and so well intermingled that the various ad 
mirers of each particular gait, will have abundant opportu¬ 
nity of enjoying themselves and comparing their sport with 
that of their neighbors. The programme opens with u good 
stake for two year olds is followed by an all-aged mile dash 
and is ended with a $1,000 purse for 2:50 trotters, besides a 
minor trotting slake. On this scale is the sport distributed 
through the week. Tht trotters arc given $7,650, hurdle 
racers have $350, runners have $6,600 and 
pacers $1,150. To which are to be added $500 for a gold 
timer to the stallion trot, and tbe cost of six beeves to the 
old-lime Western institution, the Beefsteak race. Among 
the features of the races are the repeating and the four mile 
heat race, to which latter $1,800 is added. We are glad 
to see a new meeting giving its heaviest premium to a style 
of race that is going out of fashion, but a style which should 
be cultivated most assiduously in these days, as most likely 
to test the stamina of our racers. The turfmen of the West 
should come forward and support this meeting liberally; not 
only because it is a Western concern, but because’ tbe 
weights are to suit our Western interests: Tbe town affords 
the most complete hotel accommodations possible for any city 
west of Chicago, and is most easily accesssible. The track 
is one of the best in tbe country, and when we say that the 
whole business is managed by those able public caterers, 
J. B. Moats, tbe General Superintendent, and A. H. Marsh! 
the Secretary of the Association, we are assuring horsemen 
of receiving every attention. The full programme will be 
found in our advertising columns. 


Come West Young Man. -Among several thousand sam¬ 
ple copies which we sent oat that sportsmen might see 
how superior a paper the Chicago Field is, we sent one to 
a gentleman residing at Babylon, Long Island, and this is 
his response: “I think your paper excellent, but I prefer 
giving my orders to our New York editors.”

Editor Chicago Field:— New Hampshire, noted for her 
grand and varied scenery of mountain, lake and river, holds 
no more charming spot than this. She is indeed a land 
“Of mountain and of flood. 

Of gruen heath and shaggy wood." 

Her White and Franconia mountains yearly attract thous¬ 
ands to climb their cliffs and ragged sides, to puss their nar¬ 
row defiles and to float upon the infant lakes enshrined 
among them. 

For years Lake Winnipiseogce has drawn the tourist 
about its romantic shores to bathe on its limpid waters, or 
to sail upon its surface. But here, till within a few yeurs 
almost forgotten, over a thousand feet above the ocean, lies 
snugly embosomed amoug the hills one of the lovliest sheets 
of water in all New England. Its scalloped shores here 
glistening in their whiteness from the upwasbed sand, there 
stem und rocky, here fringed with overhanging forest, there 
green und grass grown, present an ever-changing picture. 
The lake is small—were it large it might mar its beauty— 
and dotted with islands of rare and varied contour. It is 
only about ten miles in length—not as the crow Hies— for it 
steals with many a curve and angle among the hills and 
grassy slopes. Its width is a thing of doubt so fickle is its 
course. It does not offer, like larger sheets of water, an 
extended unbroken view, but promises in its straits and 
buys almost land locked a picturesque and charming 
scenery. 

As you look awav towards the southeast the wooded 
shores jut out out In u rare embroidery, while upon the 
right, direct from the water’s edge, Mount Sunapee rises a 
mass of primitive rock, and forest scarce less old, giving 
scarcely room as it leaves the shore for the railroad which, 
skirting the lake for about two miles, winds westward 
through the valley. 

Midway up the mountain like the Alpine home of Anne 
of Geirstein there rests upon a little clearing a small hotel 
the view from which commands the lake and miles of the 
surrounding country, and extends to the cloud capped sum¬ 
mit of Ascutney, in Vermont and the more distant misty 
outlines of the Green Mountains. Far down in front, just 
where the lake appears to end, a dome like hill—it would be 
a mountain in your State—breaks the view and turns the 
water back upon itself, till finding space it takes another 
curve and is lost behind a reach of wooded hill. To the left, 
which from my window is towards the rising sun, the 
shores wooded at first gradually ascend to meet the distant 
hills, losing in the ascent their wealth of hemlock, pine aud 
birch in green grassed furms and pastures. 

In the’distance the rock-crowned summit of Kearsargc 
rises like a faithful guardian above the intervening hills 
protecting the qttiel hamlet of New London nestled at its 
base, with the spires of its academies and churches glitter¬ 
ing in the sunlight. 

The very name of that grand old mountain brings fresh 
to mind that war of shot and shell, the victory of the Kear- 
sarge over the Alabama. And the hotel rests like a whit¬ 
ened sepulchre upon the mountain side, named in honor of 
him who guided the Kearsarge to victory, the gallant com¬ 
mander, Winslow. 

Looking towards Mount Kearsargc the lake is lost to sight 
upon the. left, hut does not end, for here it takes another 
freak aud instead of continuing in a straight course like a 
dutiful child, turns und sending in a brace of arms as if to 
test the shore, finds in a third attempt an opening. Then 
happy that it has at last fouud freedom, the water streams 
through the outlet taking the name of Sugar river from the 
maple trees that line its course, and dashing over rocks and 
through gorges, after a noisy gallop of over a score of miles 
mingles with the calm Connecticut. Down through the 

reen v’sta of the trees, upon the placid surface of the lake, 

ere dark from the shadows of the bills, there sparkling in 
the sunlight, blue lined boats rest at anchor or slowly move 
from poiul to point. In a shadowed cove a sail boat floats, 
the white sheets listless in the perfect calm, while near a 
mass of barren rocks that dare to be called an island, a lit¬ 
tle steamer puffs und punts raisings great commotion for so 
small a thing. 

To tbe heat and stillness you must attribute this letter, 
for I can’t fish and so pass away the time till sunset by act¬ 
ing part of scribe. 

It is not, however, the - "scenery alone that prompts me to 
write, for words can not describe that, but the attraction 
which this lake bolds forth to the lover of rod and reel, and 
yet, be. who loves the latter must admire the former. 

Half the pleasure with rod and line or dog and gun is the 
scenery that one meets in his rambles. For if it was not 
tliUB tne pigeon trap and well stocked trout lank would 
alone imply the name of sportsman. 

Years ago, when the Indian hunted these woods an 1 
fished these waters. Sunapee lake, its tributaries and 
neighboring ponds abounded with the spotted trout. But 
now alas, tbe glory of the brooks and rapid rivers is depart¬ 
ing, and unless re-stocked and furnished with better 
protection over mountain streams, though dash- 

iug and tumbling as in early years will Boon 
hold no charm for the sportsman unlesB it be 

it be the music of their fails, or the changing scenery of 
their courses. For two days this late June, a friend and 
myself whipped trout streams, not over a dozen miles from 
here, with poor success, when wc were informed, only a 
decade back, large baskets of the speckled beauties coum be 
caught. Sunapee Lake has lost Us wealth of trout, tbmigb 
even now a few dart timidly from one retreat to another, 
and are sometimes caught. Its waters, however, team with 
the gautey black bass; thanks to the Fish Commissioners 
who stocked it some nine years since. 

The spurs which here and there the hills send out, shelve 
off into a rocky bottom, and upon these shoals with wind 
enough to ruffle the surface, grand sport can he had with 
the fly, or just at dusk, even if the surface be unruffled. 
But the bass of these waters is a capricious sort of fish, and 
very much depends upon the humor he is in whether Hy, 
minnow, troll or grasshopper meets with the best success. 
I have visited this lake for the past four seasons, und have 
always had grand sport, especially using the fly. This week 
I whipped shoal and reef for two days, morning and even¬ 


ing. with indifferent success. The minnow and troll were 
next tried, but they offered do inducement—then the grass¬ 
hopper was used, and with success, for about twenty pounds 
of fish were taken, from three-fourths of a pound to three 
pounds each, by a friend and myself. The secret was our 
own, and the next half day wus spent in beating the fields 
for grasshoppers, of which we bagged two cigar boxes full. 
But fishing, like all else, is uncertain, for the very next day 
the bass had lost their taste for the little hopper, and would 
rise slowly to the fly. Well, so it has been, hut being well 
heeled, I had made good catches with either one or the 
other of the various fishy temptations. 

Sandwiched in between two good days of fishing wns a 
tramp for woodcock, and after six hours beating with a good 
dog through apparently good cover, 1 returned without a 
bird, and without having seen one. 

The day was close and hot, and again was I thoroughly 
disgusted with Summer cock shooting, and the law that per¬ 
mits it. 

Think not that from the lack of birds arose the dissatis¬ 
faction, for had birds been bagged it would have been the 
same. 

This sweltering through dense brush in the heat of Sum¬ 
mer months is anything but comfortable, either to man or 
dog; and I always return dissatisfied with myself, and the 
spirit that calls me out against better judgment. 

1 can tramp through our woodlands of an Autumn day, 
and though not a shot is fired feel thankful for the privilege. 

The birds this Slimmer have been very scarce upon 
grounds that used to furnish good shooting. There is one 
thing of which l am convinced, that unless Summer cock 
shooting is done away with, the woodcock will ere long pass 
from the lists, so far as good sport is concerned. 

Some urge that unless we shoot the birds in their Summer 
haunts, we do not get them at all; that when they scatter 
in their moulting they do not return, but move South, and 
that other men reap the benefit of our breeding grounds. 

I do not believe it, but granting that it is so, do not we get 
the birds bred north of us on the same plan of reasoning? 
It is then only the men who shoot over the last northward 
breeding grounds of the woodcock that ought to advance 
that idea as an excuse for Summer shooting. It is wrong, 
gentlemen, wrong. 

But enough, this is not a letter of logic, but only a few 
rambling notes of a rambling sportsman, who regrets to 
leave the quiet of this picturesque and romantic spot, its 
clear waters, green hills and wooded mountains, though he 
leaves it fur the beautiful valley of the Connecticut, the gar¬ 
den land of the State, and has for company the dashing, 
leaping Sugar river, it no it renir of the scenes here enjoyed.

Grouse Shooting in Iowa. 

Des Mo ink-. Iowa, Aug. - ti . 187#. 

Editor Chicago Field: —As grouse shooting has ever 
been a favorite sport with me, it has been my custom for 
many years to take an annual shoot on the 15th of August, 
and this year has been observed as usual. It was never my 
object to make a “great bag of birds” at the expense of 
pleasure and recreation, but to get from under the ” heated 
roofs" away from business to enjoy the blessings of the 
prairie breezes and sunlight, and at tbe same time have 
some sport, cook our own chickens and meals in camp, and 
have a general grfod lime. 

Our party was; small this year, only three persons—R. E. 
Durkee, Jos. Iyirschcr and myself—with Mr. Durkee's span 
of bays and spring wagon, three dogs and equipage. 

The region north of Ames, to the south of Mud Lake, was 
our destination, but owing to the heavy roads and some 
good shooting near Shclduhl the first day, tve camped five 
miles south of Ames in a grove. Here tve got up a good 
supper of fried chicken, coffee, etc., and spread our beds 
for the night under a grand old basswood tree, neur the 
road, at the crossing of a nice little creek. About 
midnight, when everything was quiet in camp, we 
were startled hy, “Helloa, there!” Crash, crash, in tbe 
brush. “See here, Captain, where am i?” The dogs burked 
fiercely, and Mr. Durkee inquired, “What do you want? 
where are vou going?” "1 donl't know; I want to go to 
Ames, etc.,’' were resounded from the darkness, revealing 
the man’s whereabouts and his sud predicament. He had 
mistaken the creek for the road and turned down stream 
till he was completely hemmed in. aud did not know water 
from mud, or the road from a tree-lop in the creek. 

We helped him out, put him on the road, and told him 
that the stream was noL navigable for anything larger than 
a mullet-head. 

The next morning we started early for our happy bunting 
ground, as we had it in our dreams, but, alas! bow soon our 
visions fade! The cold rains late in the Spring, aud the 
teirihlc flood, hurricane and hail storm on the 4th of July, 
had blighted the crop in Ibis region. Many old hens were 
without broods, and hroods—if tve cun call them broods—of 
one, two and three were seen to follow the mother biid, 
where, only one and two years ago, you could have all the 
shooting you wished for. This is’ no fancy sketch, for 1 
hunted the same grounds two years ago, and 
“know bow it is myself.” I could not, there¬ 
fore, recommend our brethren of the National 
Association to stop at Ames for good shooting on 
their down excursi m. The stations further wcm will 
lie better, especially I hose west of the Des Moines 
After camping over niglit, and taking a short morning hunt 
with small return-*, we returned to Ames, and tUenee went 
to Swede Point aud Elk Rapids on the DesMoiues River, 
some eighteen miles to the south-west .of Ames. Tne 
heavy rains had flooded the sloughs and creeks, and we put 
up at Elk Rapids with Messrs. Fuller und Fox. a couple of 
excellent sporting friends at that place, expecting to cross 
the river to the west side the next morning; but by day¬ 
light it was too full to ford, snd we hud to return borne or 
bunt the regions about the "Point.’’ Mr. Durkee was anx¬ 
ious to get boute, so the arrangements were made and he 
drove out with his team, all our baggage and bis dog Frank, 
a “good heel dog,” bought by a friend of his for a setter, 
but of no earthly account yet. known. 

Mr. Fox had insisted all tbe time that we should, stay 
longer, anil proffered to drive us to the stubble with his 
team and take us to the railroad if we would only stay. Mr. 
Kirselter and I accepted the kind otter, and annul noon, 
after doing full justice to the fine melon patch of "ininr 
host,” we started out. Mr. Fox was our driver, having lost 
his caps for bis muzzle loader^*. 

Mr. Kirselter and myself were lotto the shooting, and Bert 
and Cap were to do the doggish part of tbe work. As we 
drove out through tbe poiul. we saw au old sow with 4 bell 
on, and her piga following after ber, suggestive of the new 
dog bell, which by the way is old with the Germans 
Hooped skirts, bare feel, aud scoop shovel bonnets wete a 
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part of the ladies' dress here; hul soon we were to the stub¬ 
ble. Our does, both pointers, worked well, plungiug Ihrnuhh 
the water, sitting over the high grass, and skipping across 
the stubble in old veteran style. By evening we had bagged 
40 nice young chickens, hut'the great excess of mud and 
water was miserable. Once we mired down in a slough, 
and hud to strip oil'and help thi’ team out; hut they were 
gentle us dogs, and Imd been there before. They took it 
cool, and waited our action to help them out. After we 
were safely on the other side Mr. Kirchcr tried to swim in 
the slough, us the water was clear aud deep enough; but the 
saw grass cut bis legs loo badly, and he caved iu. He could 
not stand the ‘ pull back" style of the rip saw gra-s, us he 
Was pleased to call it. 

Our hunt was ended triumphantly, especially for our 
pointers, and we do not believe that anv brace of setters 
not specially traiued together could have beaten them. Our 
thunks are especially due Mr. C'huney, of Auics, tt< well as 
to Mr. Fox aud others, for kindness and service rendered.

A Trip Through the New Chain of Lakes. 

t )ur vacation had come, so taking passage on the N. T. 
Co's steamer we found ourselves in Cheboygan on Sunday 
evening too late for connecting w ith steamers at Mackinaw 
and Potoskev.
